But  conscience  is  more  than  an 
1 intellectual  ; it  involves  a peculiar 
j feeling  or  emotion.  After  all  eon- 
i science  seems  to  be  no  more  than  j 
! an  intellectual  act  with  reference 
1 1<>  a question  of  morals,  accompa- 
nied by  a “peculiar  feeling  or  ciiio 
lion”  that  it  is  either  right  or 
wrong. 

If  these  suggestions  ' arc  true, 
how  important  it  is  to  have  the  un- 
derstanding correctly  informed  | 
Bad  training  will  inevitably  make! 
the  conscience  had,  and,  lienee,  vi- ! 
tally  afflict  the  heart. 

These  thoughts  were  awakened 
by  tt  conversation  with  a | residing 
eider  a few  days  since,  who  gave 
expression  to  a common,  and,  J 
think,  very  dangerous  fallacy.  “It 
makes  no  difference  what  one  ho. 
lievos,  so  his  heart  is  right.”  This 
seems  to  he  oneof  the  watch-words' 
of  a respectable  denomination.  Is 
it  not  Virtually  acknowledging 
that  “search  after  truth”'  is  of  little 
or  no  consequence?  Is  it  not  an 
evasion  of  facts  and  arguments? 
Do  not  those  who  escape  at  this 
door  confess  that  there  arc  doc- 
trines taught  in  the  Bible  which  ' 
they  either,  totally  leave  out  of 
their  system,  or  in  some  way 
change?  What  do  th*.-y  mean? 
Are  we  to  .understand  that  those 
.who  endorse  I Isis  fallacy 
they  are'at  liberty  t 
disbelieve  Scripture 
differently  after  eoi 
malterj  not  what  om 
ho  is  converted.

scene  is  in  substance  that  on  which 
the  eves  of  the  great  Aytostle  xest- 


tles  ami  villages.  We  passed  m ar 
th*»  famous  Monestery  where 
Thomas  Aquinas  died  in  1174  on 
his  way  to  the  Council  of  Lyons. 

We  arrived  about  midday  and 
had  only  the  afternoon  to  do  our 
work  in.  We  succeeded  in  selling 
about  twenty-five  New  Testaments 
in  spile  of  considerable  opposition. 
About  night  Brn.  Mattei  was  afraid 
of  creating  something  of  a tumult 
atftong  the  people  of  the  “liase 
sort,”  and  we  deemed  it  prudent 
to  leave  the  streets  and  retire  to 
our  room.  Ill  the  dining  room  *,f 
our  hotel  we  so  hi  four  New  Testa- 
ments, and  several  tracts.  We 
f’011  ml  our  host  favorable  to  our 
work.  He  told  11  an  interesting 
fact  connected  with  a visit  of  a col- 
porteur to  this  place  some 
years  ago,  soon
